Firms a Chance 


Every once in a while town 
boards are faced with the difficult 
problem of whether or not to buy 
from Andover concerns oF award 
contracts to Andover concerns, 
when their price is higher than a : 
so-called out-of-town firm. Ob- f| 
viously, if a town department Us 
spends money with a local firm, 
that money is apt to give the town 
a larger net income than if it were 
to spend a lesser amount with an 
outside firm. The question that the 
town committees have to face is 
just how much higher a price the 
town can afford to pay 4 town con- 
cern and still leave the town the 
gainer, 

If the local firm bids the same 
as the outside firm, there is no 
question as to who should get the 
contract. Mightn’t it be possible 
then to allow the lowest local 
bidder a chance to meet the lower 
bid of an outsider, and give him 
the contract if he cares to take it 
at that price? In order to be fair to 
the outsiders it would of course be 
necessary to stipulate in the call 
for bids that the contract will be 
awarded to a local firm if on a re- 
bid it is willing to meet the out- 
sider’s lower price. There may be 
objections to this plan, but it’s 
worth looking into.

Several of 
the school officials will be present 
to explain the proposal which it 
is stated would save the town 
$4200 annually, plus $1000 for the 
purchase of a satisfactory play- 
ground, plus whatever repairs had 
to be made on those schools in the 
future to keep them in good oper- 
ating condition. 

The objection has been raised 
that the closing of the schools 
would hamper the development of 
those two sections. Some of the 
residents of the Parish are even 
contemplating inserting an article 
in the warrant for the erection of 
a new school.

Reviewer Praises 

It is the sixth performance of that 
semi-professional Andover group, 
“The Adventurers.” We are in the 
audience, anticipating another 
dramatic treat. The curtain rises 
upon a shabby parlor in an Edin- 
burgh boarding-house, in and out 
of which will come and go: a 
canny Scotch landlady, Mrs. Mc- 
McFee; four young medics, none of 
them Scotch; a New Zealand 
sculptress; two hardboiled Lon- 
doners. Against this rather grim 
background there develops an ex- 
quisite love affair between Charles 
Tritton, Londoner and shy mother’s 
boy, and Ann Hargreaves, the Col- 
onial, who holds immature Charles 
to the relentless grind of the medi- 
cal school. Selfishly this brilliant 
student absorbs the best that Ann 
offers, his eye on the day when he 
shall please his mother by marry- 
ing the girl with whom he has 
grown up, Jill Mannering. Circum- 
stances, however, reveal to him 
before it is too late the difference 
between a pseudo and a real love. 


Such, briefly, is the plot of Mer- 
ton Hodge’s comedy “The Wind 
and the Rain,” a play with a notable 
three-year run in London. Not a 
comedy of action, like “Whiteoaks 
of Jalna’; nor a high romance, like 
“Age of Innocence”; nor a comedy 
of ideas, like “Man and Superman”; 
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Adventurers’ Play | 
nor yet a farce, like “Merchant of 
Yonkers,’ —this particular play 
more nearly resembles “Bachelor | 
Born” (The Housemaster) or 4a} 
Barrie comedy. The lines sparkle; 
for example, Roger’s “I was feel- 
ing a little pastel’; again, they tug 
at one’s heartstrings. Medical 
student-life in Edinburgh clutches 
the imagination, as does artist-life 
on the Left Bank in Paris. 

That “The Adventurers” should 
have chosen this difficult, because 
subtle, play as their vehicle is 
greatly to their credit. Easily the 
hardest task they have so far set 
themselves, their choice was not 
a case of “o’er-vaulting ambition.” 
Their interpretation was convinc- | 
ing; the rapprochement of players 
and audience, complete. If fault lay 
anywhere, it was the opening 
scene, which dragged; ‘but once} 
the ground-work had been laid, the | 
players moved on with swift tempo. |
